Cheeky thief 
cheats jail by 
walking away

A JUDGE has expressed his con¬ 
cern that a prolific shoplifter was 
allowed to leave a courtroom 
after being told he was going to 
jail, and then escape. 

Anthony Freel, 32, of Abington 
Avenue, Northampton, was told 
by magistrates at Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court on April 16 
that he would face 12 weeks in jail 
for shoplifting and a public order 
offence. 

No dock officer was present to 
take him into custody and while 
waiting to be taken to the cells, he 
was allowed to leave the court¬ 
room to see his wife and son in 
the waiting area. 

Freel used this chance to leave 
the court building without staff 
noticing. 

Alex Bull, prosecuting at 
Northampton Crown Court on 
Friday, said: “He was in court 
dock, there was no dock officer 
present when the the sentence 
was announced. 

“For two matters of shoplifting

and a section 5 public order, he 
was given 12 weeks custody. He 
was asked after that sentence to 
wait in the dock and there was 
still no dock officer present. 

“His sister was in the court and 
wife and child were outside and 
asked to speak to his sister and 
was allowed to do so. 

“He was briefly allowed to leave 
the court to speak to his wife and 
failed to return into the court¬ 
room and escaped.” 

He was caught two days later by 
police officers and he gave them a 


false name but was recognised 
and arrested. 

Judge Richard Bray questioned 
why Freel was allowed to leave. 

He said: “Is it the process to sen¬ 
tence someone to prison and to 
let them outside court to have a 
chat with their wife? That’s just 
asking for trouble.” 

He added: “Is there a problem 
here? I am not wanting to be seen 
to criticise anyone at the moment 
but this is something that needs 
tightening up. This should never 
have happened.” 

The court was told he had a 
number of previous convictions 
for shoplifting. 

He was jailed for a total of seven 
months, four months for escape 
and a further three months for a 
breach of conditional discharge. 
He pleaded guilty to both charg¬ 
es. 

Judge Bray said: “It appears, 
having been sentenced to impris¬ 
onment, you were somehow 
allowed to leave court. The result 
is you escaped. You didn’t hand 
yourself in and were caught pre¬ 
tending to be someone else.”

THE Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local Government 
has approved a vital compulsory pur¬ 
chase order, unlocking a major £330 
million campus development by the 
University of Northampton. 

Led by West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation (WNDC), 
the CPO covers land for a new road 
through Avon Nunn Mills - the largest 
site in the Northampton Enterprise 
Zone. 

Located next to the River Nene, the 
brownfield site includes a disused Avon 
Cosmetics factory, as well as a former 
power station owned by Taylor Wimpey 
UK and Persimmon Homes. 

In November 2012, the landowners 
agreed a landmark deal with WNDC 
and the University of Northampton. It 
could see the area transformed into a 
state-of-the-art, waterside campus, 
enabled by a new 1 mile spine road. 

Peter Mawson, WNDC’s Chief 
Executive, said: “The University cam¬ 
pus will be an unprecedented develop¬ 
ment for Northampton, breathing new 
life into its town centre. 

“It is the jewel in the crown of an 
exciting regeneration programme, 
with nearby projects ranging from a 
new railway station to riverfront offices 


starting construction this year.” 

Professor Nick Petford, Vice- 
Chancellor at the University of 
Northampton, said: “We are delighted 
that the Secretary of State has approved 
the compulsory purchase order which 
will allow full development of the Avon 
Nunn Mills site. 

“This compulsory purchase order 
places the University one step closer to 
creating a state-of-the-art Waterside 
Campus; placing the University in the 
heart of the community. 

“As the Midlands’ most enterprising 
University of 2013, the University of 
Northampton fully supports the values 
of the Enterprise Zone with the crea¬ 
tion of jobs, skills and enterprise and 
looks forward to being a part of wider 
plans to regenerate Northampton.” 

Carole Stronach, director of real 
estate for Avon and the consortium of 
landowners, said: “The University’s 
campus development plan is a tremen¬ 
dous opportunity and Avon looks for¬ 
ward to working with West 
Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation to ensure that the land 
required to enable the full redevelop¬ 
ment of the Avon Nunn Mills area is 
brought forward as quickly as possi¬ 
ble.” 

Subject to securing planning approv¬ 
al and funding arrangements, the 
University would like construction to 
start in 2015 and complete in 2018.

THE new bus station will 
soon start taking shape as its 
steel frame is put up. 

Work is set to start on creat¬ 
ing the steel frame that will 
mark the first stage of build¬ 
ing work in the construction 
of the new bus interchange. 

Over the last few months 
workers have been busy 
demolishing the old 
Fishmarket building and 
preparing the site for build¬ 
ing work to begin. 

Erecting the steel frame 


will take over several weeks, 
and once in place the brick¬ 
work can begin marking the 
next phase of development 
for this Northampton Alive 
project. The new bus inter¬ 
change is expected to open 
next spring. 

Councillor Tim Hadland 
said: “ThroughNorthampton 
Alive we are not only chang¬ 
ing the appearance of our 
town, but each building is 
improving on what went 
before.”

150 food outlets 
not ‘clean enough’

THERE are more than 150 
food outlets that need 
‘improvement’. 

Across Northampton and 
South Northamptonshire, 
156 eating establishments are 
deemed to require improve¬ 
ment in there hygiene stand¬ 
ards. 

In Northampton, two places 
have the lowest rating (zero) 
which means they need 
‘urgent’ work. The scale goes 
up to five - which is ‘very 
good’. 

Each business in an author¬ 
ity is given a ‘hygiene rating’ 
when it is inspected by a food 
safety officer. 

The hygiene rating shows 
how closely the business is 
meeting the requirements of 
food hygiene law. 

Businesses are encouraged 
to show stickers in windows 


which tell customers its rat¬ 
ing. 

Northampton Borough 
Councillor John Caswell said: 
“It is important that when 
you come into Northampton 
for a meal or to grab a bite to 
eat you can enjoy your food 
without worrying about what 
is happening in the kitchen. 

“We want people eating in 
the town to feel confident 
that they are visiting premis¬ 
es that have met strict 
Hygiene Regulations. 

“The national food hygiene 
rating scheme makes it quick 
and easy to look up every 
location in our town. 

“And, it also encourages 
businesses to raise their 
game. Every day we are 
inspecting premises and 
advising businesses to help 
them improve their scores. 

“We now have more than 
1,500 premises in 
Northampton with almost 


1,000 of these achieve a four 
or five star rating.” 

South Northamptonshire 
Councillor Dermot 

Bambridge said: “This 
scheme rates every restau¬ 
rant, pub, hotel cafe, takea¬ 
way and anywhere else that 
sells or serves food to the 
public. It shows how compli¬ 
ant they were at their most 
recent food hygiene inspec¬ 
tion by the council’s health 
protection officers. 

“In South Northants more 
than half of food premises 
score five, which is very good. 
And that number has been 
steadily increasing since the 
scheme was introduced in 
2011. 

“The council will continue 
to work with all food busi¬ 
nesses to ensure that their 
products are safe to eat and 
improve their rating scores.”

Bank Holiday sun

A ROADS policing officer has 
said the warm Bank Holiday 
weather was to blame for a 
spike in crashes. 

Across the weekend a 
cyclists, two motorcylists and 
the driver of a quad bike were 
all hospitalised with serious 
injuries afrer collisions. 

PC Dave Lee of 
Northamptonshire Police’s 
Roads Policing Unit said in 
the warmer weather more 
cyclists are out on the roads, 
which can lead to an increase 
in collisions. 

Over the Bank Holiday 
weekend temperatures 
reached a high of 21 degrees. 

PC Lee said: “When there is 
nice weather there are more 
bikers on the road and there 
is, unfortunately, a natural 
increase in crashes involving 
bikers. 

“This is not something just 
in Northamptonshire, after 
speaking to colleagues in 
other forces there has also 
been an increase. 

“Fortunately there were no 


fatal crashes in 
Northamptonshire. 

“I think the biggest cause is 
the warmer weather. It brings 
out pedal cyclists and more 
vulnerable road users out and 
about on the roads.” 

Police are appealing for 
information in all of the inci¬ 
dents. 

On Friday, a motorcylist was 
flown to Walsgrave Hospital 
in Coventry after his bike was 
in collision with a Vauxhall 
Astra travelling in the oppo¬ 
site direction on the A5. 

The crash happened as the 
motorcyclist turned right into 
Butcher’s Lane at 
Foster’s Booth at 
about 7.40am. 

Later that 
day, a 76-year- 
old rider of a 
red Yamaha 
Virago motor¬ 
cycle sus¬ 
tained serious 
injuries after a 
crash with a silver 
Kia Sedona on Raunds 
Road, Chelveston. 

They were both travelling 
towards Chelveston. 


The next day, Saturday, a red 
Honda quad bike collided 
with a blue Volvo heavy goods 
vehicle, just after midnight on 
the A14 eastbound carriage¬ 
way at junction 13,Thrapston. 

The 23-year-old man sus¬ 
tained serious injuries and 
was taken by ambulance to 
Walsgrave Hospital. 

On Sunday, a 42-year-old 
cyclist was also taken to 
Walsgrave Hospital, by air 
ambulance, after a crash on 
Holdenby Road, between 
Spratton and Holdenby. 

The incident took place at 
about 8am. 

For reasons yet unknown, 
the cyclist, who was trav¬ 
elling north, was in 
collision with a silver 
VW Tiguan travelling 
in the opposite direc¬ 
tion.

THE former chairman of a 
Northamptonshire haulage 
company and his wife were 
both found dead at their 
home from gunshot wounds 
to the head. 

Donald and Margaret 
Knight, 78 and 77 respectively, 
were discovered by police at 
their house in Loddington at 
about 2pm last Wednesday. 

A post mortem examination 
last Thursday confirmed the 
cause of death for both as a 
gunshot wound to the head. 

Northamptonshire Police 
have said they are not looking 
for anyone else in connection 
with their deaths. 

Mr Knight’s ancestors set up 
Kettering-based Knights of 
Old in 1865. He was chairman 
at the distribution company, 
which is now owned by anoth¬ 
er family, until his retirement 
15 years ago. 

DCI Mark Behan said: “I 
know that this tragic incident 
has shocked people in the 
local community and would 
like to offer reassurance that 
we are not seeking anyone 
else in connection with it. My 
thoughts and condolences are 


with the family at this diffi¬ 
cult time.” 

In a statement their family 
said: “We are devastated by 
this tragic news and wish to 
thank people for their kind 
words. Donald and Margaret 
were a couple who loved each 
other’s company. They were 
lovely parents and grandpar¬ 
ents whose passing is a mas¬ 
sive loss to our lives.” 

A statement by Knights of 
Old said: “In relation to the 
sudden and tragic deaths of 


Donald and Margaret Knight, 
we would like to pay tribute to 
the family name to which we 
continue to trade under today. 

“Mr Knight was the third- 
generation of his family to 
head Knights of Old and held 
the position of chairman up 
until a MBO when he retired 
15 years ago. 

“A few of us had the privilege 
of knowing and working with 
Donald and Margaret and 
they will be sadly missed in 
the community.”

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Addict grew 

drugs to pay 
off his debt

A DRUG addict grew up to £16,000 
worth of cannabis at his girl¬ 
friend's house, a court was told. 

Raymond Billington, 31, was on 
Friday jailed for four years for 
growing the drug and for also 
committing a burglary at a house 
next to his bail hostel. 

Police officers raided a house in 
Leafields, Northampton, last 
November and discovered a num¬ 
ber of cannabis plants in a locked 
bedroom. 

Billington’s girlfriend was arrest¬ 
ed at the time but Billington, who 
was in prison at Woodhill, rang 
police officers to admit that the 
plants were his, prosecutor Alex 
Bull told Northampton Crown 
Court. 

She said: “There had been up to 
20 well established plants. PC 
Walker estimated that these would 
be worth between £3,360-£16,800.” 

Billington told officers that he 
had grown the drugs to pay a debt 
to drug dealers who had kid¬ 
napped him at knifepoint. 

The court was told that Billington 
had an addiction to Class A drugs, 
including heroin and crack 
cocaine. 

Later in the year, in December, 
Billington broke into an retired 
man’s home and stole a small 
amount of cash, a camera and var¬ 
ious items of gold jewellery. 

Alex Bull said: “The home was 
locked and secure. When he 


returned at 3.15pm he found 
someone had broken into the 
house. 

“The ground floor window had 
been broken open and items were 
missing. 

“Two computers had gone, £5 
cash, a ladies’ watch, a digital 
camera valued at £179, a gold cru¬ 
cifix and a 18 carat gold wedding 
ring and the jewellery box had 
been moved onto the floor.” 

In mitigation, Matthew Lowe 
said: “He has a long-standing and 
deep-rooted addiction to Class A 
drugs. That addiction began in his 
very early teens which is linked to 
varous incidents from his child¬ 
hood and he was taken into care as 
a result.” 

He added: “As you have heard he 
wasn’t present when the cannabis 
was found, his girlfriend was. It 
was he who contacted the police 
and took the blame, quite rightly, 
as it was his to take.” 

Judge Bray said: “I appreciate 
that you say you were kidnapped 
by Somalians but that is not 
excuse. 

“If you get seriously involved in 
drugs you meet some unpleasant 
people.” 

He added that it was Billington’s 
fourth strike for burglary. 

Billington pleaded guilty to a 
charge of burglary and of growing 
cannabis and Judge Bray jailed 
him for three years for the burgla¬ 
ry and another year, to run con¬ 
secutively, for the cannabis 
charge.

“It is a new way of protect¬ 
ing firefighters using a wall 
of water.

“This has helped them fight 
fires in high rise buildings. 

“The spin off is we are 
showing people what hi-tech 
solutions are being created 
in Northamptonshire.” 

One of the important 
changes to the force in the 
last few years is it has gone 
from purely fighting fires to 


one which is proactive in 
stopping them happening in 
the first place. 

They way this is achieved is 
visiting houses to carry out 
fire checks and working with 
young people to stop anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Chief Fire Officer, Martyn 
Emberson said: “When I 
came here sixyears ago there 
were 10,000 emergency calls 
a year.

“One of the ambitious tar¬ 
gets we set ourselves was to 
carry out 30,000 home fire 
safety checks in three years 
which we achieved.”

Forget micro technology, the new tech on the 
block is Nanotechnology. 

What is nanotechnology? Wikipedia the internet 
encyclopedia, describes it as thus:

Its “Active 
Feedback Intercept” is a new feedback cancellation 
system that GN Resound says is best-in-class; and 
its “Directional Speech Detector” and “Acoustic 
Signature” technologies lock into the direction of 
sources of speech and adapt automatically to 
compensate for different environmental background 
noises such as wind or cocktail-party chatter. 


Despite the major advances in the size, shape 
and performance of hearing aids, there has 
previously been a reluctance to wear anything 
visible to enhance hearing clarity. As a result 
thousands of people with moderate hearing loss 
have declined to seek advice and make use of 
the devices on the market.

JIM Mallinder is not fazed by the 
prospect of Northampton Saints 
having to travel to Saracens in 
Sunday’s Aviva Premiership semi¬ 
final as they look to end a run of 
defeats at this stage. 

The Saints are into the title shake- 
up for the fourth time in as many 
years, but have failed to progress 
beyond this stage on the three pre¬ 
vious occasions. 

Saracens also beat Northampton 
in both of their league meetings 
this season and finished top of the 
table to earn a home semi-final. 
However, Mallinder insists it made 
no difference who they faced 

“It didn’t matter at all and we’ve 
said that all along,” said the Saints 
director of rugby. “We’re very 
happy to play Saracens and we 
respect them in terms of they’re a 
very difficult side to beat at home. 

“They’re unbeaten at their new 
ground on the new pitch, so we 
know it is going to be a difficult ask, 
but we have done some good things 
away from home this year. 

“We’ve won some big games when 
people have thought we’ve not had 
a chance and 80 minutes from get¬ 
ting to a Twickenham final has got 
to be motivation for everybody.” 

Northampton were beaten 16-6 
by Sarries at Franklin’s Gardens 
this season, but only missed out 
against the men in black in Milton 
Keynes after Stephen Myler’s last- 
second penalty hit the crossbar. 

That game was played at stadi- 
ummk due to Saracens’ new 
ground in Barnet not being ready. 
However, they have since moved 
into Allianz Park and will play 
Sunday’s semi-final there. 


The venue has drawn much atten¬ 
tion for having an artificial playing 
surface, but Saints lock Christian 
Day believes more grounds could 
adopt similar pitches one day. 

“I went down to see the stadium 
when it first opened with the Rugby 
Players Association and it was very 
impressive,” said Day. “It could be 
the future of the game, but we’ll 
have to wait and see and make sure 
no-one gets injured.” 

Northampton’s Under-17 and 
Wanderers sides have already 
played Sarries on the artificial 
pitch, with both coming away vic¬ 


torious, and Mallinder expects it to 
be a fast game with plenty of 
attacking rugby going by the feed¬ 
back he has received. 

His side go into the match having 
gone down 22-19 away to defend¬ 
ing champions Harlequins in the 
final regular season game last 
Saturday, where they fought back 
from being 22-5 behind in the sec¬ 
ond half.

BEFORE coming on as a substitute on Sunday 
night, Kelvin Langmead had not played for 
Northampton Town in nearly five weeks. He had 
also not played up front since his time with 
Shrewsbury Town. 

Yet that is exactly where Cobblers boss Aidy 
Boothroyd brought on the 28-year-old as a second 
half replacement for Adebayo Akinfenwa, with 
Langmead playing as the lone striker in the 
League Two play-off semi-final win over 
Cheltenham Town. 

Although he has made a name for himself at 
centre half during his time at Sixfields, Langmead 
was happy just to get out on the pitch after being 
sidelined for over a month due to a knee injury. 

“I couldn’t wait,” said Langmead. “It has been a 
very frustrating four or five weeks for me. It isn’t 
my normal position, but I’ll do anything to get 
back on the pitch, help the team and be involved. 

“There has been a lot of hard work to get back on 
there and I thoroughly enjoyed it. 

“There is still a bit of work to do on my fitness 
and on the knee itself, but I feel I’m in a place 
where a short little period like that I’m able to do. 

I’m going to work as hard as I can and give the 
manager a headache.” 

As soon as Langmead came on, usual centre half 
partner Clarke Carlisle went straight to him and 
handed over the captain’s armband. It is a gesture 
he appreciated as the role means a lot to him. 

It is also a sign of how highly the man who was 
recently named Players’ Player and Supporters 
Player of the Season is thought of, and his man¬ 
ager also holds him in high regard. 

“Kelvin is our leader, he’s our captain and he’s 
the one who comes up with our goals in the last 
minute,” said Boothroyd. “A guy that has not 
played for five weeks who comes on, runs around, 
plays up front and works as hard as he does and 
runs himself into the ground is someone who you 
want. That’s why I’d want him with me in the 
trenches.

JIM Mallinder hailed Tom Wood’s 
determination after the 
Northampton Saints back row was 
named as England captain for the 
summer tour to South America 
yesterday. 

Wood will deputise as captain of 
an inexperienced squad, which 
includes 11 uncapped players and 
five under the age of 21, for the two- 
test series against Argentina next 
month after the decision was taken 
to rest Chris Robshaw. 

The 26-year-old was overlooked 
for the British & Irish Lions tour to 
Australia last week, but now has the 
chance to captain his country. 
Mallinder, who toured Argentina 
with England in 1997, believes it is a 
deserved honour. 

“We’re all delighted for Tom,” said 
the Saints director of rugby. “He is a 
player who leads by example and 
who demands the highest stand¬ 
ards from everyone else in the team 
and in the squad. 

“Over the last 18 months he has 
had to battle back from an awk¬ 
ward injury, but the setbacks he 
had during that period have made 
him all the more determined to 
succeed. 

“Argentina is a tough place to play 
and the Pumas are a formidable 
team, especially at home, and we 
wish Tom every success in leading 
the England squad there in June.” 

Wood was originally considered 
for the national team captaincy 
when Stuart Lancaster first took 
over as head coach in 2011, but a 
foot injury ruled him out of the fol¬ 
lowing Six Nations campaign. 


Instead, Harlequins back row 
Robshaw was given the honour, 
although Northampton team mate 
Dylan Hartley did skipper the side 
in the final test against South Africa 
last summer. 

“Tom Wood will captain the side 
and I am sure he will do a fantastic 
job, as he has the respect of all the 
players and management and we 
are looking forward to other leaders 
developing in the absence of some 
senior players,” said Lancaster.
